Much Work Ahead 
When the Coogre» meets 
again, I am certain we shall 
get an early start on re-ex- 
amlnadon of the welfare pro­ 
gram, We must make it 
more efficient and certainly 
more honest, with stiff pen­ 
alties on tiioae who cheat their 
fellow citizens with false 
claims. 
But at tills time I 
am only stressing the point 
that there is much work ahead. 


I foresee a careful re-ex­ 
amination of our tax laws and 
of our federal services. In 
both areas, legislation that 
may have made good sense 
when paired - some of it 20 
or 30 years ago - no longer 
serves the best interest of our 
Nation. That interest de­ 


mands careful legislative ac­ 
tion next year. 
Veto Overriden 
One of the late actions of 
tile Congress was to override 
tile President's veto of an an­ 
ti-pollution bill. 
He con­ 
tended the costs were infla­ 
tionary, but moat of us in tie 
Congress believed it was time 
to begin a major program of 
cleaning up our rivers and 
streams, as well aa Improving 
our sewage systems. 
Both 
Houses voted to override the 
Rreddent's veto, and one of 
biose so voting in the House 
was Congressman Gerald Ford, 
the Republican Leader. 
We in the Congress are 
quite aware tiiat ti ere are 
many demands en the tax­ 
payer. I try to m ate stem 
judgments of needs for pro­ 
grams before I support them. 
The anti-pollution plans 
seemed over-due to me, but 


I firmly believe that the next 
Congress will concentrate on 
re-examining past programs 
and policies to see if they are 
still best for the Nation.

Trailer Brake Law 
Senate Bill 20 relates to 
farm trailers and semi-trail­ 
ers only and does the fol­ 
lowing: 
1) Under present law, a 
farm trailer or farm semitrail­ 
er may not be operated at a 
speed greater than 30 miles 
per hour when its gross 
weight exceeds 4.000 pounds. 
This restriction is removed, 
2) Under present law, the 
maximum gross weight for 
farm trailers and farm semi­ 
trailers depends on the com­ 
modity they are used to haul. 
Cotton trailers and semi­ 
trailers have a maximum 
gross weight of 15, OOO 
pounds, a ll others have a 
maximum of IO, OOO pounds. 
This b ill w ill provide a 
maximum gross weight of 
15, OOO pounds for all farm 
trailers and farm semitrail­ 
ers, regardless of the com­ 
modity which is hauled. 
Senate Bill 21 relates to 
all types of trailers and re­ 
laxes the present law so that 
die following requirements 
w ill prevail: 
SB 21 Section HOA: 
LIGHTS, 
a) Exempts all registered 
farm trailers and fertilizer 


trailers from fixed electrical 
lights when operated during 
daytime and under favorable 
atmospheric conditions, 
b) Exempts all boat trail­ 
ers weighing not mere titan 
3, OOO pounds from all light 
requirements when operated 
during daytime and under 
favorable atmospheric condi­ 
tions. Boat trailers weighing 
over 3, OOO pounds but not 
over 4,500 pounds are re­ 
quired to operate turn indicat­ 


ors and stop lights during 
both day and night.

ments, 
c) Mobile homes are ex­ 
empt from light require­ 
ments if they are being mov­ 
ed under a special permit is­ 
sued by die State Highway 
Department.

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Constitutional Amendments are explained 


AMENDMENT NO. I 
(Amends Article III, Section 24, to 
provide annual salaries of $8,400 for 
Senators and Representatives.) 
The current compensation rate for 
all legislators is $4,800 in annual salary 
and $12 in per diem for the first 120 
days of a regular session and for 30 days 
of each special session. Later proposals 
to 
increase 
legislative 
compensation 
were rejected by Texas voters in 1965, 
1968 and 1969. A proposal to let a 
commission set legislative compensation 
was also rejected in 1970. The proposed 
amendment, though it increases the an- 
naul salary of Texas legislators from 
$4,800 to $8,400, does not make any 
changes in mileage or per diem allow­ 
ance. 


Arguments 
The legislator can no long 
For: 
er be considered a part­ 
time 
official. 
Increasing 
complexity in the problems of state 
government and greater expenditure of 
time as a member of standing and spe­ 
cial interim committees meeting between 
sessions leaves the legislator little time 
to devote to his private business or pro­ 
fession. Many qualified persons do not 
become candidates for legislative seats 
because they are unable or unwilling 
to make the financial sacrifice involved 
in service at the present constitutional 
salary. Raising the salary of members 
of the House of Representatives and 
the Senate to a more realistic level 
would provide a greater incentive for 
public service. Under the present salary 
provided, a legislator is forced to en 
gage in outside employment, a business, 
or a profession in order to have suffi­ 
cient income to support himself and his 
family. Such employment could create 
a conflict of interest which would im­ 
pair his independence of action as a 
lawmaker. 


Arguments 
A substantial pay increase 
Against: 
for members of the legis 
lature would further in 
crease costs of state government I rider 
the constitution, the legislature is re­ 
quired to meet in regular session not to 
exceed 140 days every two years Tims 
the lob of a legislator is not a full time 
job Because of high campaign costs, a 
potential legislative candidate without 
substantial 
financial 
resources 
w o u ld 
still be discouraged from running for 
office even if the proposed salary in 
crease to $8,400 should be adopted 


A M E N D M E N T NO. 2 
(Amends Article IX, Section 6, to 
abolish the I-amar County Hospital 
District and transfer its assets.) 


The I^imar County Hospital District 
was created by amendment in I960 anti 
no longer operates 
Amendment pro­ 
posal to abolish district and dispose of 
assets by the county was submitted at 
the request of the Lamar ( ounty ( om 
missioners Court. Amendment is local, 
and there are no arguments against this 
proposal. 


A M E N D M E N T NO. 3 
(Amends Article XVI. Section 61, to 
require all commissioners courts in all 
counties of the state to compensate all 
justices of the peace on a salary basis.) 


The proposed amendment 
requires 
that all |ustices of the peace in all coun­ 
ties of Texas be compensated by the 
commissioners courts on a salary rather 
than a fee basis Effective date for the 
new type of compensation would be 
January I, 1973 At the present time, all 
sheriffs, deputy sheriffs and county law 
enforcement officers, and all constables, 
deputy constables and precinct law en 
forcemcnt officers are compensated on 
a salary basis in a l l counties OI the state. 


Arguments 
The proposed amendment 
For: 
would promote integrity 
and better justice by re­ 
moving the possibility of conflict of 
interest. Several state agencies and assn 
elations of law enforcement officers 
support the adoption of this proposed 
amendment in the belief that it will 
tend to increase the dignity and pro 
fessional conduct of justices of the 
peace It would provide uniformity in 
compensation of justices of the peace 
Under the present system, many cases 
set before justices compensated on a fee 
basis are routinely appealed and tried 
in county court. Thus adoption of the 
proposed revision could expedite the 
administration of justice by bringing 
about a reduction in the number of 
cases appealed and a greater respect for 
the jurisdiction of justice courts. 


Arguments 
The fee system of com- 
Against: 
privation which is now in 
use in many of the justice 
courts of Texas has a tendency to en­ 
courage greater diligence among the 
justices of the peace in these courts. 
W hen compensated on a salary basis, a 
justice of the peace may lose some of 
his 
independence 
by becoming 
sub 
servient to the commissioners court A 
change from the fee basis to a salary 


basis of compensation for justices of the 
peace could result in the loss of ex­ 
cellent justices from the bench. 


A M E N D M E N T N O . 4 


(Grants authority to the legislature 
to establish constitutional revision 
commission which would report its 
recommendations no later than 
November I, 1973 and providing that 
members of the 63rd Legislature 
would then be convened in January 
1974 as a constitutional convention 
to serve 60 days for the purpose of 
drafting a new' constitution for 
submission to the voters of Texas.) 


The convention would be allowed to 
sit from January 1974 through May 31, 
1974 and could extend its life for 60 
days beyond that date. They would be 
charged with either drafting a new con­ 
stitution or revising the current one. 
The only subject matter restriction on 
the convention as provided by the pro­ 
posed amendment is that the present 
Bill of Rights of the Texas ( (institution 
be retained in full. The finished prod­ 
uct would then be submitted to Texas 
voters. 


In its 95-year history, the Texas Con­ 
stitution has been amended over 200 
times by procedures set forth in Article 
XVII, Section I. There is considerable 
doubt that this authority to propose 
piecemeal amendments authorizes com­ 
plete 
constitutional 
revision 
Those 
holding this view- believe that approval 
of the people is necessary before the 
legislature may embark on the task of 
proposing a completes ne w constitution. 


The Texas Legislative ( ourn ii, at the 
request of the 55th Legislature, com­ 
pleted 
a 
comprehensive 
section-by- 
section study of the constitution 
in 
1961 In its report to the legislature, the 
council 
recommended 
a 
number 
of 
specific revisions of certain sections and 
the elimination of other sections con­ 
sidered obsolete rather than a complete 
revision of the constitution. In com­ 
pliance with a directive from the 6()th 
legislature in 1967, a constitutional re 
vision commission recommended a re­ 
vised constitution prior to the meeting 
of the legislature in l ‘>69 Two ivmt 
resolutions (HJR 60 and HJR 64) were 
introduced in the 61 st legislature that 
proposed a revised constitution for sub­ 
mission to the people at the general 
election 
in 
1970, 
Neither 
of 
these 
resolutions was reported out of com­ 
mittee A resolution (H JR 3), however, 
was passed proposing deletion from the 
constitution of the obsolete provisions 
which the legislative count ii had earlier 
recommended be repealed. This am end­ 
ment was approved by the voters at an 
election held in August, 1969.

There is a real need for a

more workable basic law 
such as that of the pro 
posed amendment, w huh would require 
less periodic revision As the legislature 
has always been entrusted with the 
function 
of proposing constitutional 
changes, the legislative body 
ss 
the 
logical choice for responsibility in the 
preparation of a new or revised corno 
tut ion. 


Arguments 
( onttitutumal reform can 
Against: 
not and 
should 
not be 
effected through an en­ 
tirely new document, which is one of 
the alternatives open to the convention. 
C onstitutional revision is not a legisla­ 
tive function and should not be dele 
gated as such. A constitutional con­ 
vention should vfem from the people; 
and, if the State of Texas needs a new 
constitution or a thorough revision of 
this basic law, then members of the 
convention should be elected by the 
people and subject to them. 


A M E N D M E N T N O 5 


( Amends Article VHI, Section 2, 
relating to a tax exemption on certain 
property owned by a disabled veteran, 
to provide that exemptions, which 
would range from $1,500 to $3,000, 
be made on a graduated scale based 
on the jiercentage of the veteran s 
disability) 


The proposed amendment would per­ 
mit the legislature to grant property 
tax exemptions to disabled veterans and 
to their surviving spouses and surviving 
minor children 
This proposal is per­ 
missive in that it does not itself grant 
a tax exemption but gives this authority 
to the Legislature should it choose to do 
so. The tax exemption proposed would 
be available to veterans classified as 
disabled by the Veteran s Administra­ 
tion or the branch of military service in 
which served on a scale corresponding 
to the degree of disability. Those with a 
disability rating of less than IO per cent 
would not be entitled to an exemption. 


W ith a disability rating of IO through 
30 per cent, veterans could be granted 
an exemption from taxation on prop­ 
erty valued up to $1,500. From 30 
through 50 per cent, they could be 
granted an exemption to cover property 
valued up to $2,000; and for those with 
a disability rating of more than 50 per 
cent but not more than 70 per cent, an 
exemption could be granted for prop­ 
erty valued up to $2,500. A veteran 
whose disability rating is more than 70 
per cent or who has a disability rating 
of at least IO per cent and has attained 
the age of 65, or any veteran, regard­ 
less of disability rating, whose disability 
consists of the loss of one or more 
limbs, total blindness in one or both 
eyes, or paraplegia, could be granted 
the maximum exemption for property 
valued up to $3,000. Further, the sur­ 
viving spouse of minor children of a 
person who lost his life while serving 
on active duty with the military could 
be granted an exemption on property 
valued up to $2,500, while the surviving 
spouse or minor children of a disabled 
veteran could be granted an exemption 
from taxation equal to the exemption 
to which the veteran was entitled when 
he died. 
Arguments 
Persons disabled 
in the 
For: 
military 
service 
of the 
United States deserve to 
be compensated for their sacrifice. The 
tax re lief w hich may be granted under 
the proposed amendment is subject to 
strict limitations. Thus any decrease in 
property tax revenues collected by the 
taxing authority would be negligible. 
The proposed amendment is permissive. 


Arguments The compensation of 
dis- 
Against: 
abled veterans is a federal 
rather than a state respon­ 
sibility 
Generous benefits are already 
available to disabled veterans, and the 
state should not be deprived of income 
necessary to provide state services to all 
Texas citizens just to benefit a few. 
School districts and local governments 
depend heavily on property taxes for 
revenue. 
Adoption 
of 
the 
proposed 
amendment could be but the beginning 
of continuing attempts to exempt cer­ 
tain persons or classes of persons from 
taxation in direct conflict with the in­ 
tent of 
equal and uniform ” taxation. 


AMENDMENT NO. 6 
(Am ends Article VHI, Section 1-b. 
of the Texas < onstitution, to provide 
that the various political subdivisions 
of the state may exempt not less than 
$3,(MX) of the value of residence 
homesteads of all persons 65 years 
of age or older from ad valorem 
taxes under certain conditions.) 


The proposed 
Amendment 
No. 6 
would add a new subsection to Article 
VHI, Section l h, to allow political sub­ 
divisions of the state to exempt not less 
than $3,000 of the value of residence 
homesteads of all persons 65 years of 
age or older from all ad valorem taxes 
levied by the political subdivision. 


During the decade of the depression, 
interest began to develop in the possi­ 
bility of abolishing the state ad valorem 
tax as a means of reducing the burden 
of property tax on Texas citizens. In 
1932, the first step in this direction was 
taken with the adoption of an amend­ 
ment which added Section l a to Article 
VHI to exempt $3,(MW) of the assessed 
taxable value of all residence home­ 
steads from a1! taxation for all state 
purposes. Then in 1948, the present 
Sections l a, 1-b and I c were adopted, 
and effective on January I, 1951, the 
state abandoned property tax for its 
revenue purposes, with a few minor 
exceptions, although the ad valorem 


tax remained a major part of the tax 
structure of the political subdivisions of 
the state The amendment in 1948 also 


p r o v i d e d that the exemption of $3,000 
valuation of the homestead apply to 
both state and county taxes. 


The proposed Amendment No. 6, 
would extend further the homestead 
exemption by allowing a county, city, 
town, school district, or other political 
subdivision of the state to exempt not 
less than $3,(MW) of the value of resi­ 
dence homesteads of persons at least 65 
years of age from all ad valorem taxes 
levied by the political subdivision, I his 
provision is not mandatory, but stipu­ 
lates alternative methods of determ in­ 
ing the exemption. Tilt governing body 
of the political subdivision may allow 
the exemption by its own action, or the 
voters may determine by majority vote 
to allow the exemption at an election to 
be held on receipt of a petition signed 
by 20 per cent of the voters who voted 
at 
the 
subdivision’s 
last 
piecedmg 
election. 


Arguments 
Ad 
valorem 
tax 
is the 
For: 
basic 
form 
of 
taxation 
which 
counties, 
cities, 
towns, school districts, and other politi­ 
cal subdivisions depend upon for reve­ 


nue. Therefore, the present homestead 
exemption does not grant any of the 
relief needed from the most burden­ 
some ad valorem tax existing in Texas 
today. The senior citizen who lives on 
a fixed income is hurt by inflation and 
needs the protection and relief which 
the proposed amendment would allow. 
The proposed amendment protects the 
local government and its creditors by 
granting the option of allowing or not 
allowing the exemption. 


Arguments 
The reduction of tax reve- 
Against: 
nues of city, school and 
other taxing districts could 
handicap the political subdivision in 
performing essential functions and serv 
ices. A basic concept in Texas laws de­ 
mands that property taxes shall be equal 
and uniform, with all property taxed in 
proportion to its value. Special tax 
treatment for one age group would be 
inequitable 
and 
discriminatory 
and 
result in shifting a greater tax burden 
to all the age groups which are not 
granted such exemptions. Social Secur­ 
ity, retirement, and welfare programs 
of today so assist those over 65 that the 
need 
for 
further 
protection 
of the 
homestead is consequently diminished. 


A M E N D M E N T NO. 7 
( Amends Article I by adding a new 
Section 3-a to provide that equality 
under the law shall not be denied 
or abridged because of a person's sex, 
race, color, creed, or national origin.) 


The proposed amendment adds a new 
section to the Bill of Rights in the Tex­ 
as ( onstitution. The Texas Constitution 
does not expressly prohibit discrimina­ 
tion because of sex, race, color, creed or 
national 
origin. 
On 
adoption, 
the 
amendment increases the constitutional 
guaranty of equal rights to all persons 
by prohibiting this discrimination This 
proposed amendment to the Texas Con­ 
stitution is consistent with the 14th 
Amendment to the United States Con­ 
stitution and The Civil Rights Act, but 
it is designed expressly to provide pro­ 
tection which supplements the federal 
guarantees of equal treatm ent 


Arguments 
The 
protection 
afforded 
For: 
by constitutional guaran­ 
tees is more effective than 
statutory prohibitions and the repeal or 
amendment of discriminatory statutes. 
Discrimination exists in many fields, and 
only 
a 
comprehensive 
equal 
rights 
amendment can change completely the 
status quo. 


Arguments 
The ; reposed amendment 
Against: 
is not necessary because 
discriminatory laws now 
existing may be repealed by statute 
Adoption of the proposed amendment 
could result in confusion and litigation 
as to the meaning of ’ discrimination 


A M E N D M E N T No. 8 


(Am ends Article IV, Sections 4, 22 
and 23 of the Texas constitution, to 
provide four-year terms for the 
offices of governor, lieutenant-governor, 
attorney general, comptroller of 
public accounts, treasurer, commissioner 
of the general land office, secretary 
of state, and certain statutory state 
officers.) 


This 
proposed 
amendment 
would 
establish four-year terms for certain 
elected 
and appointed state 
officials 
whose term of office is not two years. If 
the am endm ent were adopted, the four- 
year terms would apply to officials 
elected or appointed fellow ing the gen­ 
eral election in 1974 


Arguments State officers elected for 
For: 
four-year 
terms 
would 
have 
sufficient 
rime 
to 
master the functions of office before 
embarking on campaigns for re election 
By spending less time on campaigning, 
officials would be able to devote greater 
energy to their prescribed duties. Be 
coming effective with the general elec­ 
tion in 1974, an off-presidential election 
year, the proposed amendment would 
perpetuate elections for state office in 
non-presidential 
election 
years, 
thus 
generating greater interest in state poll 
tics. Expenses in campaigning for state 
office have become so exorbitant as to 
make it impossible for many highly 
qualified individuals to become candi­ 
dates. A four-year system of elections 
would almost halve the campaign ex­ 
pense involved. Better candidates could 
result and greater integrity in office 
would he encouraged 
In 39 states the 
governors 
are elected 
for 
four year 
terms of office. 


Arguments 
Long terms of office tend 
Against: 
to 
alienate 
the 
official 
from 
the 
electorate, 
making him less responsive to the rise 
and fall of public opinion Too much 
power is inherent in four-year terms 
Over half of the states in which four 
year terms have been authorized have 


included 
provisions 
as 
a 
safeguard 
against the service of consecutive four- 
year terms by the governor. 


A M E N D M E N T NO. 9 
(Amends Article XVI, Sections 33 
and 40, exempting directors of soil 
and water conservation districts from 
the prohibitions against dual office- 
holding and dual compensation.) 


This proposed amendment exempts 
directors of soil and water conservation 
districts from constitutional 
prohibi 
tions against holding more than one 
civil office of emolument and against 
payment of compensation to persons 
holding more than one office or posi­ 
tion of honor, trust, or profit under this 
state or the United States. The am end­ 
ment would prohibit a member of the 
legislature from holding the office of 
director of a soil and water conserva­ 
tion district. It is doubtful that this adds 
anything not already prohibited under 
the existing provisions. 


Arguments 
In many of the less popu- 
For: 
lous areas of the state, a 
shortage of qualified peo­ 


ple renders positions as director of soil 
and water conservation districts diffi­ 
cult to fill. The proposed amendment 
would increase the available manpower 
for these positions by freeing public 
employees to fill them. 


Arguments 
The existing constitutional 
Against: 
prohibitions are intended 
to prevent concentration 
of public jobs among a relatively few 
people and to spread public jobs as 
broadly a* possible. Persons holding po­ 
sitions as directors of soil and water 
conservation districts together with an­ 
other public office or position could 
find their time and attention too divided 
to permit the performance of either 
function efficiently and capably. 


A M E N D M E N T NO. I O 
(Am ends Article XVII, Section I, 
permitting the submission of 
constitutional amendments at special 
as well as biennial regular sessions 
and changes the method of publishing 
notice of the proposed amendments.) 


The proposed amendment of Article 
XVII, Section I, which relates to the 
method of amending the constitution in­ 
cludes the provision that amendments 
are to be voted upon * by the qualified 
electors for statewide offices and prop­ 
ositions, as defined in the Constitution 
and statutes of this State,” a change 
from the present language stating that 
the proposed amendments are to be 
voted on ' by the qualified electors for 
members of the Legislature.” It also 
changes the provision on ( I ) the time at 
which the legislature may propose con­ 
stitutional amendments, and 
(2) the 
time and method of publishing notice of 
proposed amendments. 


Arguments 
The proposed Amendment 
For: 
No. 
IO 
would 
permit 
greater flexibility in the 
time at which amendments may be pro­ 
posed in order that emergency situations 
may be met. The publication of an ex­ 
planatory statement, as required by the 
proposed amendment, would give voters 
a better understanding of the amend 
ment than it is possible to obtain from 
the text of the amendment itself. On 
the average, the length of the explana­ 
tory statement and proposition, as pro­ 
vided 
by the 
proposed 
amendment, 
would be considerably less than the 
length of the entire resolution, and pub 
lication costs for individual insertions 
would be greatly reduced. The proposed 
am endm ent’s reduction in the length of 


time between the first publication and 
the election (from three months to 60 
days) would permit an earlier election 
in cases of emergency.

haste. The likelihood of 
dire emergency situations which could 
be 
solved

amendment is not great enough to justi­ 
fy opening the door to submission of 
proposals made without proper con­ 
sideration and deliberation It is danger 
ous to commit to any individual the 
authority to prepare the official state­ 
ment of what an amendment does 
There is always the possibility that the 
statement will he slanted, either con­ 
sciously or unconsciously. Publication 
costs would likely he higher as proposed 
by Amendment N o IO that under the 
present system I he increase in (he aum 
her of voters w ho would ret cive papers 
carrying the notices is not sufficient 
justification for the increased cost 
In 
fact, very few voters read the official 
notices. 


AMENDMENT NO, it 
(Amends Article IV', Section 1?, adding 
a new Section 24a to Article til to 
provide a salary' of $22,500 for the 


Lieutenant Governor and the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives.) 


Historically, the Lieutenant Governor 
and the Speaker have received the same 
compensation as the members of the 
houses over which they preside, and the 
only increases in salary received have 
been those same increases provided for 
member* of the legislature 
The pro­ 
posed 
amendment 
would 
recognize 
these officers as full time- state officials 
by increasing the salaries of each from 
$4,800 per year to $22,500 per year 


Arguments 
T he leadership and admin 
For: 
istrative ability demanded 
of the presiding officers of 
the two houses of the legislature places 
those holding these positions on a level 
wtih 
other 
full-time 
state 
officials 
Therefore, they should receive salaries 
commensurate with their duties and re­ 
sponsibilities. During legislative inter 
ims regular members of the legislature 
have time to return to their homes and 
to carry on their private businesses and 
professions. This is nor true of the pre 
siding officers of each house of the 
legislature, and these officials should re­ 
ceive adequate salaries in compensation 
for losses they must .sustain in order to 


give their full time and effort to the 
business of the Texas Legislature and 
state government.

The proposed am enum ent r.,akes the 
following changes in ATicle XVI, Sec­ 
tions 33 and 40, of the Texas v onstitu­ 
tion: I) A provision is added allowing 
state employees or others compensated 
by state funds, who arc not state offi 
cers, to serve as members of the govern­ 
ing bodies of school districts, cities, 
towns, or other governmental districts, 
while still drawing a state salarv. hut 
receiving no salary as a member of the 
governing body on which they serve, 
2) Reserve and retired members of the 
air force and coast guard and officers 
of state soil and water conservation dis 
tricts are exempted from the prohibition 
on dual office-holding (members of the 
army, navy, marines and probably the 
air force were already exempted by ex­ 
isting provisions); 3) The existing pro­ 
vision permitting non-electivc state of 
fleers to hold other non-elective offices 
is changed by deleting the requirement 
that the Legislature must first permit 
this dual office-holding and may limit

The new section would provide that 
agencies, instrumentalities and subdivi­ 
sions of the state that are authorized to 
issue bonds whose maximum interest 
rates are limited by the constitution 
could issue future bonds with maximum 
interest rates not to exceed a weighted 
average annual interest rate of 6 per 
cent The proposed Section 65 would 
be effective on adoption of Amendment 
No. I 3 by the voters, and all constitu­ 
tional provisions which set conflicting 
interest rates would be repealed.

( Amends Article V II by adding a new 
Section 6-b to permit the commissioners 
court of a county to reduce the county’ 
permanent school fund and to provide 
for the per scholastic distribution 
and use of the money obtained 
from this reduction.) 


Starting in the days of the Texas Re­ 
public and on two occasions after state­ 
hood, portions of the public domain 
(lands) were set aside for each county 
to help set up schools. Proceeds from 
the sale of such lands have to be invest­ 


ed in bonds and other specified securi­ 
ties, and currently onty the earnings 
from such investments may be spent for 
school expenses. The proposed Amend­ 
ment No. 14 would add a new Section 
6-b to Article V II of the Texas Consti­ 
tution which would allow the commis­ 
sioners court of a county to distribute a 
portion of the county permanent school 
fund to school districts in the county on 
the basis of scholastic population for the 
purpose of reducing bonded indebted­ 
ness or making permanent improve­ 
ments. The commissioners are required 
by the proposal to retain a sufficient 
amount of the corpus of the county per­ 
manent school fund to pay ad valorem 
taxes on school lands or royalty interests 
owned at the time of the distribution.

Many school districts need 
For: 
new buildings and other 
permanent 
improvements 
but lack funds to finance them. Some 
have already incurred bonded indebt­ 
edness up to statutory limits; others 
have reluctant electorates which repeat­ 
edly refuse to sanction the issuance of 
bonds and the resulting increase in tax 
rates. By utilizing a portion of the 
county permanent fund for the purpose 
of making permanent improvements or 
reducing bonded indebtedness on im­ 
provements already made, the financial 
strain on school districts would be eased 
and adequate educational facilities in the 
county would be assured. A reduction in 
the size of the county permanent school 
fund would not make a significant dif­ 
ference to the schools in the county in 
the long run. A smaller permanent 
school fund w oulr, of course, produce 
less income for the available school 
fund; the amount of the county's avail­ 
able school fund, however, is taken into 
consideration in determining the coun­ 
ty's contribution to the state minimum 
foundation school program. To the ex­ 


tent that the county is less able to sup­ 
port the program, the state would be 
required to contribute a greater amount.

A l­ 
though 
allowing

court to reduce the permanent school 
fund would ease present financial stress, 
the loss in future interest income which 
this procedure would entail would deny 
future generations a source of income 
for educational purposes. Since the re­ 
duction in the corpus of county perma­ 
nent funds would reduce the amount of 
income produced at the county level, a 
greater portion of financial aid would 
have to come from the state.

They get 
loaded on dumptrucks and hauled to a recycling 
plant in San Antonio„ Shown aiding in the effort 
here are Tony Mendoza, Santiago Hernandez, 
Clarence Haass, Darwin Schrader, Joe Fohn, Bob 
Zuberbueler, Mrs. Velda Cole, Antonio Constan- 
te and Juan Hernandez. The Hondo Jr, Garden 
Club sponsors a reclamation center as their club 
project. They welcome old newspapers, corrugat­ 
ed paper, IBM cards, magazines, and tin and 
aluminum cans. They are sponsored in turn by the 
Hondo Garden Club, and Adult Leader Velda 
Cole. 


Over one-fourth of the in­ 
dustrial growth in Texas in 
1972 lias been in tile 50- 
c unty area of the South 
Texas Chamber of Com­ 
merce, according to a recent 
chamber survey. 
Working with data re­ 
leased by the Bureau of Busi­ 
ness Research at The Univer­ 
sity of Texas at Austin, the 
chamber reported a total of 
87 new r expanding indus­ 
tries within its region in tile 
first six months of the year. 
New or expanding industry 
for the entire state totaled 


269. 


Industrial g. jwth in Hous­ 
ton was highest in the state 
with 34 new or expanded 


plants and San Antonio rated 
fourth with 21. Both are 
within the area of the region­ 
al chamber. 
Other metropolitan areas 
in the region with industrial 
expansion included Corpus 
Christi with six new or ex­ 
panding industries, Laredo 
with four, and Austin with 


three. 
An interesting observation 
of the survey concluded that 
the shift of industrial expan­ 
sion to non-metropolitan a- 
reas in 1971 is carrying over 


into 1972. Of the 87 new 
or expanding industries in 
the region this year, 19 were 
reported from non-metropoli­ 


tan areas. 


Eagle Pass has had five 
industries expand or locate 
in the community in 1972, 
and combined with 1971*s 
three, the total for the last 
18 months reaches eight for 
a community of 15,364. 
Other n o n -metropolitan 
areas in tile South Texas area 
where industry is developing 
include Cuero, Uvalde, V ic­ 
toria, LaGrange, Halletts­ 
ville and Lockhart. Also 
reporting industrial expan­ 
sion are Gonzales, Alvin 


and Hondo. 
Tile chamber’s survey re­ 
vealed over 2, OOO jobs have 
been created in the region 
since January by tile expand­ 


ing industry.
